LONDON'S POLICE 


-MUST BE CAREFUL 


Numerous 
Differences 
Between 


Methods in Vogue in England 


and in United States 


London, July 0. — (Dy Mail). —A 


London police court rebuked a police- 
man the oth-or day for clubbing a 
prisoner over the head before arrest- 
ing him. He did not censure the po- 
liceman for stiikmg the man with 
his club, as he was violent, but for 
striking him over the head with it. 
He said the policeman ought to have 
hit him over the less or on some oth- 
er portion of his aratomy. 


The incident serves to illustrate a 


striking- difference betv. con the com- 
parative freeuom allowed the police 
in America in using force in subduing 
an obstreperous prisoner and tWfe re- 
strictions that are sought to be im- 
posed upon them here under similar 
circumstances. And some otkcr dif- 
ferences, too. 


The man w"ho was clubbed was hail- 


ed before the. police court judge on" 
the charge of assaulting a policeman 
who was trying to get a drunken wo- 
man to a police station. 


The policeman 
said he was sur- 


rounded by a hostile crowd of about 
200. 
Whitehead—the 
men who was 


clubbed—struck him on the face and 
body. In the struggle both fell to the 
ground and someone then kicked the 
policeman m the ribs. Tho policeman 
drew his club and hit Whitehead, 
who aie still 
showing 
fight "just 


where I could reach him easiest." 


In many of London's mean streets 


a hostile crowd baiting a policeman 
is as common a sight as in the Unit- 
ed States it is a rare one.

' Paris. July 1. (By mail).—France, 
"in spite of the heavy burdens whinh 
the care of ensuring her safety and

th» memorandum points out, while 
Wance. with an Increase of but 52 
per cent Is at the bottom. Other coun- 
tries, the compilation shows, range in 
the following order: 


Japan, 290 per cent; Spain. 275 per 


.cent; Norway, 195 per cent; Great 
Britain, 181 per cent; United States, 
•174 per cent; Sweden, 155 per cent; 
Holland, 138 per cent; Denmark, 125 
•per cent; and Switzerland. 73 per 
ceitt.
